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Mang language 


Mang (Chinese fp To ; autonym: [mar] 1 ]) is an Austroasiatic 
language of Vietnam, China, and Laos. It is spoken mainly in Lai 
Chau Province, Vietnam and across the border in Jinping County , 
China. It was only recently discovered in 1974. 

In China, the Mang people are also called Chaman S'ffi, Abi 
Mengga ]i[P]S, Bageran and Mo M (Gao 2003:1). 

Distribution 


In Lai Chau Province, Vietnam, Mang is spoken by 2,200 people in 
the districts of Sin Ho, Mtlcing Te, Phong Tho, and in other nearby 
areas (Gao 2003:1), including in Nam Ban Township, Sin Ho 
District, Lai Chau Province In China, Mang speakers numbered 
606 people in 1999. The Mang of China claim to have migrated 
from Vietnam in recent times. Gao's (2003) Mang data is from
